Remembering 

Allan Stein 

On July 2, CBC Radio's Allan Stein 
passed away after a battle with 
cancer. 

Over the last four years, Stein 
was the voice of Edmonton P.M. 
Each week day, his warm and 
smooth voice could be heard 
coasting through the airwaves from 
CBC Radio’s Studio 5. 

Off the air, Stein was never far 
from a microphone. You may have 
caught him singing with The Fat 
Chants, a band he formed with his 
wife and a friend. Or you may re- 
member him as one of the hosts of 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival. 
Not only did he kick off the festi- 
val live on Edmonton P.M., he 
worked the stage as one of the 
emcees during the event. 

Stein also had a busy career in 
Alberta's film industry. He produced 
many well-known films including My 
American Cousin, Shooting Stars and 
Sylvan Lake Summer. 

Two weeks after Stein's death, 
the staff at CBC are still trying to 
cope with his loss. Studio 5 is def- 
initely an emptier place without 
him. 

Stein is survived by his wife Mairi 
and his two children, Abbie and Jonah.

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Big plans for Big Valley 


Steven Sandor reports on the plans to transform the former 
Alberta Wildlife Park into the new home of the Big Valley Jamboree 


thas all the intrigue of an Oilers 

deal. But if everything falls in 
place, what is currently a hand- 
shake agreement could bring the 

Big Valley Jamboree to the site of 
the now-defunct Alberta Wildlife 
Park, a 20-minute drive north of 
Edmonton on Highway 28. 

If the deal goes through, Edmon- 
ton could be looking forward to a 
Labour Day weekend concert that 
may make us forget Pink Floyd ever 
came to Alberta. 

But the land’s current owners 
have a history as colorful as Peter 
Pocklington's, ifnotas well-known. 

Alberta Bosco Homes, a non-prof- 
it organization based out of 
Sherwood Park which helps under- 
privileged youth, wants to buy over 
$00 acres of land just north of the 
city in the rural area known as the 
Municipal District of Sturgeon. The 
land is currently owned by Walter 
Jerram (a Morinville area resident 
best known for his legal battle to 
save his bull from being slaughtered 
by Agriculture Canada. The bull was 
imported from Great Britain in the 
late '80s during the peak of the mad 
cow disease scare) and Bill Cochrane 
(who now lives in B.C.). 

The two current owners, once 
the best of friends, used to own the

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Big Valley is coming 
local municipalities to promote the 
deal. Edmonton, St. Albert, the 
nearby towns and villages of Bon 
Accord, Morinville, Legal, Gibbons, 
Redwater and the M.D. of Sturgeon 
have all approved the plan in prin- 
ciple. Bon Accord has managed to 
spare $5,000 in infrastructure funds 
and the village of Legal, the small- 
est municipality involved, has 
granted BYJ all of its 1995 alloca- 
tion, over $30,000. BVJ has to come 
up with the municipal share — if it 
does, the province and the feds 
would each kick in matching funds. 
While others can’t offer the buyers 
financial help, they will lend heavy 
equipment and public works staff 
to help shape the site if the deal 
goes through. Thatshould cut costs 
and make the deal more viable. 

BVJ said the economic spin-off 
from the site to the greater Edmon- 
ton region would come in at about 
$10 million a year.

Another pitfall is the fact that 
Jerram and Cochrane sold 160 acres 
of the land involved in the deal (it 
was the proposed parking lot) to 
another interest. The deal would 
have died right there had the M.D. 
of Sturgeon not stepped in and

first steps have been made. His ex- 
partner can only break the deal 
through the courts. 

"I don’t know what he’s going to 
do,” said Jerram. “I don’t expect 
anything good out of him. To me, 
the fact that it’s good for the com- 
munity is a priority to me. I'm 
satisfied they (BVJ) have done eve- 
rything that’s been expected. That's 
very good for them.” 


Jerram’s tirade about his former | 


friend and partner may sound 
harsh, but to those who have fol- 
lowed the fate of the Wildlife Park 
since the mid-80s, it’s just more of 
the same. 

They were best friends in a deal 
to make the Alberta Wildlife Park 
one of the largest tourist attrac- 
tions in the province. When 
running, the site drew 200,000 vis- 
itors a year. But it didn’t make 
money. The province tried to bail 
them out with $5 million in grants. 
In 1985, the pair were forced to 
sell the Park (a small percentage of 
all the lands they own in the vicin- 
ity, but the largest investment) to 
the province for $1. Alberta wrote 
off the Park's $2.7 million debt. It 
became a non-profit venue. It con- 
tinued to lose money and the 
province eventually pulled the piug 
in 1991, the last step being a mass 
auction of 400 animals in March,

dents expressed doubt. Many wanted 
to remain anonymous. Why? They 
said they didn’t want to face reper- 
cussions from Jerram and Cochrane. 

“We read about it,” said one near- 
by woman. “We don’t think much 
ofit right now. We wouldn't appre- 
ciate the noise — but until the deal 
happens, we don’t know.” 

“Do you think we can refuse it?” 
she questioned. “We haven’tthought 
about it one way or the other.” 


Good proposal 


But Glenn Merritt, who lives 
across the street from the site and 
owns a 24-hour towing service, 
thinks the proposal is a good one. 

“It would sure see my towing 
business pick up,” he said. “We 
need any type of business we can 
get in this area.” 

The land also houses the defunct 
Red Barn, a concert/banquet hall 
venue which has hosted the likes of 
The Emeralds and Jonny Cash. 
Merritt said he’s heard noise be- 
fore when the Red Barn was in 
operation — and won’t mind sacri- 
ficing a few nights’ sleep for all the 
economic benefits a new concert 
venue would bring. 

Cal Putnam, who represents the 
area on Sturgeon council, said no 
constituent has come to him want- 
ing council to oppose the project. 

“I haven't had one call against, 
I’m quite surprised, really,” said 
Putnam. “The people I've talked to 
don't havea lot of problems with it. 
But I want more information. From 
the surrounding towns’ point of 
view — it’s great.” 

Still reeling from the cuts in air 
force staff made at CFB Edmonton, 
the sleepy rural region north of the 
city could use a wake-up call. Bon 
Accord, a friendly, close-knit com- 
munity of less than 2,000, is less 
than five minutes away by carto the 
site. It stands to reap in the rewards 
of having 70,000 people on its door- 
step several times each summer. 

Mayor Glenda Bobbie said right 
now isn’t soon enough for the deal 
to go through. 

“I don't see how this can go 
wrong,” she said.

hereis'a certain sense of humility 
that comes with spending time in 
the waiting room at the Edmonton 
Food Bank. Four adults and three chil- 
dren are waiting on the day I am there. 
Except for the children, no-one talks. 


It is obvious that being here makes | 


them uncomfortable. You know that if 
given the choice, these pcople would 
much rather get their groceries at Safe- 
way. Unfortunately, for a growing 
number of low-income Edmontoni- 
ans the Food Bank has become their 
grocery store of last resort. Choice has 
little to do with it. 


Growing demand 
This past year has been a difficult 


one for the Food Bank, as they strug- | 


gle to meet growing demands for 
their services. Food Bank Executive 
Director, Marjorie Bencz, explained 
that the demand in recent months 
has been higher than ever before in 
the agency's 13-year history. Statis- 
tics gathered by the agency show 
thatin March, 1993 they served 9,665 
people through their food hamper 
program. In March, 1994 that 
number jumped to 16,608—an in- 
crease of 72 percent. 

“People who use us are the ones 
who don’t have any other resources

sidered criminal.” 

As well, Bencz pointed out that 
gaining access to the government 
is more difficult that it has been in 
the past. “I've had some kind of 
discussion with each of the past 
three ministers of Social Services 
and never has access to the minister 
been so poor.” 

Social Services spokesman, Bob 
Scott, declined comment on the sta- 
tistics gathered by the Food Bank, 
saying he was unfamiliar with the 
criteria they use in gathering their 
information. He pointed out that 
with the creation of over 44,000 jobs 
in Alberta in the last year there is 
“room in the market place for peo- 
ple who are on assistance to get back 
to work.” He expressed surprise that 
agencies like the Food Bank would 
be reporting increases saying, 
“We're secing a 37 percent drop in 
clients and we have the same 
number of staff in that area that we 
had before the decline so that we’re 
able to provide better service to 
our clients and to spend more time 
with them.” 

Scott said that for people receiv- 
ing social assistance, the amount 
provided should meet all their needs. 
The food portion of the social assist- 


left. Often they’re on social assist- 
ance, or they’re waiting for social 
assistance or UIC benefits to begin,” 
said Bencz. “Others may be working 
for low-income wages and have a 
crisis happen. That crisis can be any- 
| thing from needing a prescription filled 
| or their child needing a new pair of 
| funners. One of the most alarming 
| things for us is seeing the level of 
| destitution...by the time they come to 
us they are really desperate.” 

Whatis also alarming is the number 
of children who rely on the Food 
| Bank for support. Bencz estimated 
that 50 percent of their clients are 
under the age of 18. “These cuts to 
social assistance really are shortsight- 
| ed, because we're all going to pay for 
the price of a hungry child in the 
future...these kids will be disadvan- 
taged for the rest of their lives.” 

In addition to serving as a distri- 
bution centre for individual food 
hampers and for shipments to some 
90 community agencies, the Food 
| Bank and Bencz have become well 
known for their advocacy work on 
behalf of low-income individuals. 
It’s a job Bencz has found increas- 
ingly difficult since the election of 
the Klein government. “This gov-

Scott. Currently, a single employa- 
ble adult receives $394 a month to 
cover rent, food, utilities, clothing, 
while a single mother receives ap- 
proximately $899. 

For people like Barry (a pseudo- 
nym), Bob Scott’s assurance about jobs 
being available offer little comfort. 
Barry has been on social assistance. 
“I don’t have enough money for 
transportation, so getting to and 
from temporary jobs is hard...and I 
can't afford a phone so even when I 
apply to jobs, employers can’t call 
me back,” he explained. Many days, 
he will eat only one meal, having had 
to dip into his food allotment to 
cover other bills. 


Last resort 


“It’s really hard sometimes,” he 
said. “Somedays hunger makes you 
weak, and a little dizzy even.” He 
comes to the Food Bank only when 
he is desperate, considering it to be 
his very last resort. 

Despite Social Services’ assertions 
that there has been a 37 percent 
drop in demand on their staff, agen- 
cies like the Food Bank are struggling 
to meet the needs of the growing 
number of clients that come through 
their doors. It’s a struggle that’s made 
more difficult by the fact that so 
many different groups havealsobeen 
hit by cuts. 

“Seniors traditionally have been 
good supporters of the Food Bank, 
but they are now quite close to the 


edge themselves,” said Bencz. And 
social service agencies are forced to 
rely more heavily on fundraising ef- 
forts to meet their budget needs, 
pointed out Bencz. “Social service 
agencies just don’t have the money 
or the staffto putinto fundraising, ... 
we can’t hire people to do it so we 
have to be very creative.” © 


Already this year the Food. Bank 
has spent $100,000 to purchase 
food. Most years they spend around 
$35,000 over a 12-month period.

new book Moving Beyond Words (Si- 
mon and Schuster, 320 p.p., $29.50) 
where she describes the differences be- 
tween men and women’s patterns in life. 
While men are apt to rebel in their youth 
and become more conservative with age, 
women tend to be exactly the oppo- 
site - very conservative when young 
and more rebellious with age. 

During a recent trip to Edmonton to 
promote her book, Steinem explained 
that part of the reason for this pattern 
of activism is that young women often 
_ may not have experienced many “radi- 
¢alizing events,” and may not have 
witnessed the true extent of societies’ 
gender inequality. 

“Women tend to get educated to it as 
they encounter the problems,” she said. 
“As students, women are probably treat- 
ed with more equality than they ever will 
be again, because they are consumers; 
they're paying tuition so no one is likely 
to come up to them and say, ‘Hello 
there, you’re only going to get 50 cents 
on the dollar when you graduate.” 

In her book, Steinem admits to follow- 
ing this pattern in her life. Despite some 
peoples’ perceptions, she didn’t actual- 
ly become involved in the feminist 
movement until her mid-30s. “I, too, 
believed when I was in high school and 
college, as my textbooks let me to, that 
everything had been solved decades ear- 
lier by worthy but boring asexual 
suffragists about whom I knew very lit- 
tle, except that I didn’t want to be like 
them,” she writes in the essay “Doing

Six essays 


“Doing Sixty” is one of six separate 
essays contained within Moving Beyond 
Words. Three of the essays are expan- 
sions of previously published pieces, 
_ while the rest have been crafted specifi- 

_ cally for the book. In first of the essays, 
“What If Freud Were Phyllis,” Steinem 
_ employs one of her favorite techniques 

for exposing gender inequality; she re- 
verses the male-female role.

Best for last 


Her final essay, “Doing Sixty,” is un- 
3 doubtedly her best. She admits it began 
as the book’s introduction, but it began 
to grow and take on a life of its own. In 
many ways itis acelebration of Steinem’s 
realization of her own freedom. “At last,” 
she writes, “I'm beginning to ignore the 
rules altogether - by just not paying trib- 
ute to them, whether by conforming or 
confronting.

It is also an unflinching examination 
of the “isms,” particularly racism, sexism 
and ageism that continue to permeate 
her society.

Steinem defies 
this and challenges readers to do the 
same. “I’m just beginning to realize the 
upcoming pleasures of being a nothing- 
to-lose, take-no-shit older woman,” she 
writes. For Steinem, 60 holds far more 
promise than regret.

It’s a comforting and inspiring mes- 
sage for women ofall ages, but especially 
for the twentysomethings like myself who 
may feel that opportunities have passed 
them by. When I pointed this out, 
Steinem seemed pleased; she had wor- 
tied the word “sixty” might alienate 
younger readers. She also laughingly 
reassured me that “the feeling of pres- 
sure as if one’s life were plastic, that you 
had to form early or it won’t have shape 
later, it’s just not true; it’s plastic all the 
time.”

any people dream of packing 

their belongings and flying 
off to a foreign country in search 
of adventure. Few of us actually 
do it, but those who do often find 
it to be a life-altering experience. 
When they return home, they are 
rarely the same person they were 
before they left. 

Such was the experience for Cal- 
gary writer Rosemary Nixon who, 
together with her husband, spent 
two years teaching in Zaire. Her 
experiences as a foreigner in a cul- 
ture and a country so completely 
different from her own are reflect- 
ed in her new collection of short 
stories, The Cock’s Egg (NeWest 
Press, 167 pp., $12.95). 

Nixon weaves together a fasci- 
nating assortment of expatriate and 
Zairian characters and shows 
through their cyes what happens 
when two separate cultures are 
forced together. It is an explora- 
tion of both Zaire’s culture and a 
new, and sometimes frightening, 
look at how foreigners like our- 
selves affect the lives of others. 


Fellow expatriates 


Although some might interpret 
the stories as a reflection of Nix- 
on’s dislike for her fellow 
expatriates, she explains that it was 
more a matter of feeling that they 
should accept responsibility for 
their actions. “I have mixed feel- 


ings about stepping into another

culture like that, especially when a 
lot of expatriates come with a su- 
perior ‘we can teach you’ attitude,” 
says Nixon. “A part 
of me feels un- 
comfortable with 
the fact that I was 
there at all. Its 
something that 
should be thought 
seriously about 
because a lot of 
harm can be done.” 

Nixon is still 
troubled by her 
own unintent- 
ional impact on 
the lives of some 
of her students. 
As a teacher in 
Canada, she was 
accustomed to 
dealing with 
cheating students 
by giving them a 
grade of zero. 
When she applied 
this rule to Zairi- 
an students, some 
were kicked out 
of school because 
of it. “I learned 
after the fact that 
sometimes these 
kids were the fam- 
ily’s only hope for 
a future. The fam- 
ily puts everything into that one 
kid’s education so they can goon 
and become a teacher ora doctor 
and earn money for the family,” 
she recalls. 





















In the story “The Thief’ Nixon 
recounts an even more frightening 
example of expatriate influences. It 





tells the tale of a Canadian couple 
whose home is broken into while 
they are asleep. When they discover 
the theft they demand the local au- 
thorities catch the criminal and return 





their possessions. To their horror, 
the thief is apprehended and execut- 
ed for his crime. Nixon believes that 
such stories illus- 
trate that “our 
i ideas of right and 
3 wrong just can’t 
3 always apply in 
j another culture. It 
really made me re- 
alize that cultures 
have the right to 
be who they are 
and that trouble- 
some things can 
happen when you 
interfere.” 

In addition to 
teaching her about 
the responsibilities 
of foreigners living 
abroad, Nixon’s 
time in Zaire also 
taught her to view 
her own culture in 
a more objective 
light. “A Chamele- 
on inthe Garden” 
is the story of 
a young Zairian 
woman who comes 
to Canada to 
attend nurses col- 
lege. Through her 
eyes we see the 
true extent of our 
own wealth and 

privilege. We also see how ugly our 
culture can seem to others. Nixon 
says that Zairians were particularly 
appalled at the fact that we put our 
seniors in residences rather than

keep them at home with the family, 
an act which to them is very cruel. 
Throughout all the stories, Nix- 
on excels at recreating the sights, 
sounds and smells of the Zairian 
jungle. Her accounts of suffocating 
heat and merciless insects is enough 
to make your skin crawl. In this 
country there is no retreat from 
nature, and nowhere to hide from 
the elements or the army ants. 


Magic and mysticism 


She also deftly brings to life 
the magic and the mysticism that 
permeates and shapes.much of 
Zaire’s culture. In Nixon’s Zaire 
a man can transform himself into 
an animal, lightning storms rep- 
resent an enemies ancestors 
reaching out to kill you, and a 
cock’s egg can absorb all your 
bad luck and fulfil all your 
dreams. She admits the magic 
elements of her stories were dif- 
ficult to write. “I really didn't 
want to present it as a quirky 
little world or to make it seem 
quaint.” Instead she wanted to 
convey that the unexplained and 
the surreal were part of every- 
day life in Zaire. “Every day was 
a new and magical,sometimes 
wonderful, sometimes frighten- 
ing experience.” 

Although it has been more than a 
decade since her return to Canada, 
Nixon continues to be influenced 
by her time there. “It really changed 
my world view and my view of Can- 
ada forever.” ©

Spanish radio stations played 
it, first as a curiosity, then as its 
most requested top ten. The calm 
and gentle monks of Santo Do- 
mingo de Silos, many of whom - 
in the 1990s - had nothing to do 
with the 1970s recordings, sud- 
denly found news cameras and 
tabloid reporters knocking on the 
porticullis, asking what it was like 
to be recording stars. Canto Gre- 
goriano was now making its first 
appearance on - of all things - the 
pop record charts. 

From Spain, on to Europe, and 
from Europe, to North America. 
Only now, there was a story to tell. 
A completely fabricated, toss it off 
‘cause it’s a great human interest 
story for the end of the newscast, 
kind of story, but it worked. Monks 
as pop stars! It’s too good to resist, 
and few newspapers resisted. “Re- 
luctant monks as big as the Beatles,” 
“Thousand-year-old New Age mu- 
sic,” “Plainsong Parade of Pops,” 
the headlines wrote themselves. 
EMI execs, of course, were laugh- 
ing up their monastic sleeves all 
the way to the bank. Being stuff 
they had already spent their pro- 
duction money on 20 years before, 
the CD was costing them next to 
nothing to produce now, and all 
the money went into a marketing 
campaign, geared around all the 
foofaraw and press clippings I’ve 
just discussed. 

The notion that a crass money- 
maker could be made out of such 
an inherently innocent musical 
curiosity is okay. The music, don’t 
forget, was intended originally to 
be sung by monastic brethren at 
regular prayer services, in praise 


and humility before their Creator. 
Now, of course, the monks of Santo 
Domingo de Silos were getting roy- 
alty cheques Pope Gregory could 
have rebuilt a cathedral with. They 
have given that money, by the way, 
to the poor. 

No, this is the easy part. It’s the 
ensuing Gregorian chant overkill 
that has pushed the limits of taste. 
BMG, Polygram, Sony, and EMI, 
have all collected snippets of their 
past archives’ worth of Gregorian 
chant, and released their own discs, 
all hoping for some spillover pie 
that Canto Gregoriano has baked 
for itself. In an unashamedly ab- 
surd attempt at Gregorian chant’s 
suddenly “hip” appeal, BMG enti- 
tled a. reissue of music by the (very 
good) choral group Sequentia with 
the monnkier Chill to the Chant. | 
don’t know about you, but I'd be 
embarrassed just owning a CD with 
that title on it. 


Join a monastery 


You know, I really shouldn’t be 
complaining. If Canto Gregoriano, 
or even one of its (many) copycat 
releases can get someone who 
would not otherwise look sideways 
at classical music to at least open 
their minds a bit, then great things 
can be accomplished. The success 
that Canto Gregoriano has brought 
to its genre is not new. Look at 
what 2001: A Space Odyssey did for 
Richard Strauss 25 years ago, or 
what the film Amadeus did for 
Mozart. If nothing else, probably 
more people now know Mozart's 
middle name than his first. 

I guess I’m just an idealist. I'd 
like to believe that a great piece of 


music, or a great performance, is- 


enough to warrant success. The no- 
tion that monks now need press 
agents is a tough one to swallow. But 
classical music isn’t like that. A top- 
selling classical CD sells in the mere 
thousands, which, in pop music 
terms, means you might as well hang 
up your guitar, and joina monastery. 
So to speak. When the phenomena 
come along, and a classical disc sells 
big, maybe the gift horse shouldn’t 
be given a dental exam.

ill Bourne has written an 
open letter to Madonna. 

“In an Esquire interview, Nor- 
man Mailer called her the most 
famous woman in North America.” 
says Bourne. “That’s funny, because 
the most famous woman in Western 
history is the mother of Jesus.” 

“Dear Madonna,” the song 
which lends the title to Bourne's 
latest recording effort, is a missive 
urging pop culture’s reigning diva 
to use hercelebrity to spread good 
tidings. “I’m going to send her a 
4 copy,” says Bourne. 

Dear Madonna - the album and 
the song - are pure Bill Bourne: 
full of rough-hewn poetry; whim- 
sical, heartfelt optimism; Bourne’s 
very personal, idiosyncratic spir- 


ars 
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ituality; and, as always, an 
‘4 invitation to dance. 
“ Best known for his groundbreak- 


ing romps with Scottish piper Alan 
MacLeod (who bailed with Bourne 
from the Tannahill Weavers), 
Bourne is this time joined by the 
voice and fiddle of his newest musi- 
cal partner, Edmontonian Shannon 
Johnson, who willbe appearing with 
Bourne at the upcoming Edmon- 
© ‘ton Folk Music Festival. 


Musical Smorgasbord 


Bourne and MacLeod attracted 
a cartload of favorable attention 
with Dance and Celebrate. Listen- 
ers were treated to a musical 
smorgasbord going everywhere 
from calypso to blues with a kickin 
the pants from a piper who dressed 
like a biker. The independently- 



















produced tape netted them a Juno 
award and a contract with Attic 
Records who re-released Dance and 
Celebrate, and facilitated the mak- 
ing of Moonlight Dancers. 
Unfortunately, the duo might have 
gotten just a little too successful. 
One day he walked into the Attic 
recording studio to hear the synths, 
drums and strings that had been add- 
ed to one of his songs. “At first I was 
intrigued. Then I was depressed.” 
Bourne, uncomfortable with the 
prospect of cranking out the MTV 
version of Bourne and MacLeod, 
began to feel stifled as a writer. 
Bourne and MacLeod, after some 
discussion, dissolved their partner- 
ship for the time being. MacLeod 
joined up with the noisier, brattier 
Real McKenzies (“Alan was always a 
rocker.”) and Bourne wriggled out 
of his contract with Attic, perhaps 
lessening his market value, but also 
removing industry pressures. 


Like bars of soap 


“They sell records like they’re 
selling bars of soap. Record execs 
don’t understand what you need zs 
a writer,” says Bourne. “I'd sooner 
be autonomous, and create of my 
own free will. I write stuff about 
what's going on in my head. I’m not 
going to change it around to be pub- 
licly acceptable. The only way you 
can have an edge is to be honest as a 
writer.” Bourne has since returned 
to his own Rynde Records, based in 
his native Innisfail, Alberta. 

Dear Madonna has kept intact 
the straightforward, down-to-earth 
basics Bourne prefers, adding little 
more than percussion and bass, this 
time fleshing out his songs with the 
earth tones of Johnson's violin. 

The sound of Dear Madonna, 
which happily suffers from 
Bourne’s generic eclecticism, is 
much folkier than his work with 





MacLeod, but is possessed of a 
musical richness which Bourne has 
barely begun to tap. “The violin is 
so much huger,” he says, referring 


to the instrument's potential. “Bag- 
pipes are a one-dimensional 
instrument; the violin is all-dimen- 
sional. It’s almost as expressive as 
the human voice.” 

Johnson, in her mid-20s, has been 
playing violin since she was cight - 
both classically trained and reared 
on fiddling gigs with her family, 
who are alli musical. Bourne, who 
first met Johnson during the pre- 
adolescent phase of her career, was 
re-introduced to her through per- 
cussionist Stu Mitchell, one of the 
various musicians Bourne had been 
jamming with.

“Your face is coming undone!” Is the phrase 
that Kim Mitchell uses to tell long-time collab-

still be felt in Nashville. just ask the six 
members ofHank Flamingo, who were 
setting up their gear in Waylon Jen- 
nings’s studio one day last year. 


“He Jennings) was there the first | 


day we walked in, just kinda hang- 
ing out,” recalls guitarist Eddie 
Grigg. “And he happened to tell us 
about a ghost that had been there 
for years and his name just hap- 
pened to be Hank.” 

“When I walked into the room, 
they were telling me the story.” 
adds fellow guitarist Philip Walker. 
“And they said, ‘Guess what his 
mame was? Hank!’ Right then, the 
lights flickered. It was really weird.” 

Quicker than k.d. lang could ut- 
ter “Patsy Cline,” the incident 
simply confirmed the faith that 
Hank Flamingo have in the spirit of 





the creator of such hits as “Hey, 
Good Lookin’” and “Your Cheatin’ 
Heart.” As testament, half their 
moniker is devoted to his legacy 
(The rest of the name irreverently 
pays homage to the tackiest lawn 
ornament on Earth.). 
But don’t just expect tear in yer 
beer fodder from this Tennessee 
troupe, who perform blistering 
tunes like “Gooseneck Trailer” and 
“Redneck Martians Stole My Baby.” 
At a set last month in Edmonton 
while opening for Tracy Lawrence, 
Hank Flamingo exerted enough 
barnstorming energy to incinerate 
a whole quarter-section of pasture. 
Singer Trent Summar’s freewheel- 
ing flamboyance, a tip of the 
ten-gallon hat to tradition and pro- 
tean power along the rustic lines of 
Jason and the Scorchers and coun- 
try-punk luminaries Rank and File 
made the group capable of turning 
even the staunchest of two-step- 





pers into slam-dancers. 

“We're just trying to have a good 
time,” states bassist Ben Northern. 
“This may hurt some folks’ feel- 
ings, but we think that a lot of 
people take themselves just a little 
bit too seriously.” 

“We think of it as sort of a pit- 
stop in the Life 500,” adds fiddler 
player Stuart E. Stuart. 

It’s been a romp ever since their 
college days (most of the members 
attended Middle Tennessee State 
University in Murfreesboro), when 
they were asked to form a band to 
play a Hallowe'en function a couple 
years ago. Subsequent amenities have 
included inciting stage-diving antics 
in the college circuit; winning over a 
tough audience who paid to see Hank 
Sr.’s rowdy progeny and catching 
the ear of Garth Brooks producer 
James Stroud, who produced their 
first album for Giant Records.

Native artists challenge public perceptions

he work of sculptor Teresa 

Marshall and painter Kent 
Monkman is being featured at Lat- 
itude 53 Gallery in Edmonton 
until Aug. 12. Together, the two 
aboriginal artists, who both live 
in Toronto, are combining their 
talents to speak out against cul- 
tural stereotyping. 

Marshall's current collection, 
which was first shown in Vancou- 
ver in January, is classified as 
sculptural installation. Under the 
theme “The Department of Indian 
Affairs,” creations by the former 
Halifax resident primarily dem- 
onstrates the historical and 
political relationship between 
white and native culture. 

“I see my job as being a witness, 
to record and interpret the events 
that are going on around me and 
part of that involves an investiga- 
tion of my past, our pasts, as 
indigenous people, as Canadians, 
and to examine these issues,” says 
Marshall, a graduate from the Nova 

Scotia College of Art and Design 
and a product ofboth Micmac and 
Scottish ancestry. 

“A lot of people who would pre- 
fer that these things stay rooted in 
the past and covered up, rather 
than bonuaht forth and discussed, 
Say ‘It’s so political.’ It's not - it’s 

~ just history that I was never of- 
fered in the school system that I 
was growing up in. So I took it 
upon myself to start doing that 
kind of investigation.” 

Marshall gathered her informa- 
tion not only from libraries and 
museums but also from talking 
with her grandmother, other rela- 
tives and people across the 
country. 


Seven Deadly Sins 


Several pieces of this collection 
have the inscription of the Indian 
Act silk-screened on them. Other 
pieces are more symbolic and are 
better understood with some in- 
terpretation. One of them, “The 
Seven Deadly Sins,” incorporates 
religious and economic elements. 
A circular formation of cobras 


(seven rice-filled ties, shaped with | 


wire) wait to pounce on an apple 
in the centre. The “cobras” repre- 
sent not only the seven deadly 
wnaeeererr 


cept put forth by the manufactur- 
ers, says Marshall, is that of an 
immigrant, plastic Indian. 

“It’s an invention, a white man’s 
Indian, that’s describing who 
we're supposed to be, so much 
influenced by the Hollywood Indi- 
an. Growing up as kids, we had this 
mirror that the mainstream capital- 
ist society was holding up for us to 
take a look at. I just don't identify.” 


Lighter side 


But there is a lighter side to her 
work as well. “I'm employing hu- 
mor and satire to be able to look 
at some issues about the white, 
dominant society, the master-serv- 
ant relationship - in terms of the 
Indian agent being still the mas- 
ter, through legislation, 
parliament and the Constitution, 
over native people, while we're 
set out on our path towards what's 
called self-determination or self- 
government.” 

Monkman’s paintings are also 
politically-influenced, but they 
are more subtle and abstract - a 
departure from the more figura- 
tive work he has done in the past. 
In this new direction, there is 
more ambiguity in the imagery, a 
style he prefers because “it allows 
people to read into the images. 
They bring more of themselves 
into the paintings.” 

Many pieces by the former Win- 
nipeg artist have a central and 
brilliantly colored “organism,” an 
organic or bimorphic stage with 
appendages which emanate in a 
Celtic style of complex, intertwin- 
ing patterns. 

Monkham’s theme addresses 
the myth of the “museum Indian” 
and the concern that First Nations’ 
people and cultures have over 
being misrepresented and falsely 
stereotyped by the dominant cul- 
ture. “The organisms represent the 
oppressed culture struggling to 
survive with constraints placed on 
it,” he says. “Individuals within 
the culture can’t find space to 
grow so they turn back on them- 
selves.” 


Pushing boundary 


Monkham also believes that 
people are sometimes puzzled 
about his work. “If they learn that 
I'm an artist with native ancestry 
(his father is Cree), they come 
expecting certain things. My job 
is to just work as a contemporary 
artist and that takes directions that 
sometimes people aren't expect- 
ing. If people come away from the 
show with a broader understand- 


ing of who I am and what I’m

Brace Yourself: A Tribute to 
Otis Blackwell 

People Get Ready: A Tribute 
to Curtis Mayfield 

Back to the Streets: Celebrat- 
ing the Music of Don Covay 
(Shanachie) 


Just when you thought you were safe 
from tribute albums, along comes 
Shanachie with three new and deserving, 
star-studded packages for you to sink 
your bicuspids into. It’s not as if any of 
these writers haven’t been covered by 
royalty, and had at least one killer be- 
fore. In fact many of Otis Blackwell's 

are best known to people as hits 
by one E.A. Presley, and Don Covay was 
made famous via Aretha’s treatment of 
“Chain of Fools.” Covay appears on two 
cuts of the Curtis Mayfield tribute, which 
is mainly a benefit album to raise money 
for Mayfield, critically and permanently 
injured after a stage accident several 
years ago. Though they are strong per- 
formers, their main claim to fame is their 
lictle-recognized songwriting talent. Their 
collective songs which have previously 
been recorded by other artists would 
number well over 100. 

All of these are worthy efforts with 
strong performances. Outstanding are 
the Blackwell sets which feature many a 
gravel-throated singer with guitarists 
Chris Spedding and Frank Black (Pixies) 
as regulars, and a horn section which is 
shared with the Covay sessions. All ex- 
cept the Debbie Harry performance, an 
insipid rendering of “Don’t Be Cruel,” 
manage to infuse these classics with a 
flourish of individual vocal style. Joe Ely’s 
debt to Jerry Lee Lewis becomes appar- 
ent as he sings “Great Balls of Fire” with 
the killer of the 88’s Marcia Ball. Kris 
Kristofferson’s deadpan gag send-up of 
“All Shook Up,” with a Johnny Cash beat,

works despite its comic potential. Equally 
fine is the same song done by Jon Spen- 
cer. If you're feeling short of sookie 
sookie soos and boogity boogity shoops, 
justlisten to cuts by Iggy Pop and Barrence 
Whitfield on the Covay disc. 

Texan Angela Strehli does a good job 
accompanying Covay on “Um Um Um 
Um Um Um” and soloing on another 
Mayfield ballad. Jerry Butler, a member 
of the original Impressions with Mayfield, 
contributes an obscure, downbeat socio- 
political number. Better known, but in a 
similar vein, Mayfield’s “People Get 
Ready” stands in stature with Sam 
Cooke’s “A Change Is Gonna Come,” but 
I think! prefer Rod Stewart's cover to the 
one here. 

The social attitudes expressed in some 
of the other songs sound dated and the 
sessions are slicker, very much like late 
'70s soul on both the Covay and Mayfield 
projects. Despite this, good perform- 
ances too numerous to mention make 
these discs more than a curiosity.

RESTLESS HEART 
Matters of the Heart 
(BMG) 


When a band loses its lead singer and 
frontman, one of two things can happen: 
either the band will fold under the pres- 
sure or it will waste no time in regrouping 
and exercising flexibility in such a situa- 
tion. Country band Restless Heart chose 
the latter path, after longtime lead singer 
Larry Stewart opted for a solo career 
about two years back. The group then 
released their most successful effort to 
date, which features the crossover hit 
“When She Cries.” Then, in the middle 
of everything, another highly visible mem- 
ber decided to leave, reducing Restless 
Heart to a trio. However, their latest 
album, Matters of the Heart, indicates no

Kiss My Ass 
(Mercury) 


This | 1-song collection of Kiss songs is 
the latest in a long line of tribute albums 
being released in recent years. Paul 
Stanley and Gene Simmons sent out invi- 
tations to 40 artist to record one of their 
songs, and the first | | tracks sent back to 
the album were laid down. The majority 
of songs come for the early years when 
even | thought they were cool, so | had 
high hopes for this album. The result is 
eclectic, to say the least. Anthrax shoots 
and scores with “She,” that sounds just a 
tad heavier that the original (The track 
was produced by Messrs. Stanley and 
Simmons; surprise, surprise). Other 
tracks range from the sublime (Toad The 
Wet Sprocket enters with a hillbilly ver- 
sion of “Rock and Roll All Night.”) to the 
ridiculous (Lenny Kravitz’s interpreta- 
tion of “Deuce”), to the downright re- 
dundant (Garth Brooks’ rendition of 
“Hard Luck Woman” sounds almost ex- 
actly like the original.). 

The most interesting thing about this 
album is the subheading in the liner notes 
titled, “Missing in Action.” A list of artists 
not included on the album includes 
Pantera, Megadeth and Metallica. | can 
only shake my head sadly as to what 
might have been. At least Stanley and 
Simmons have a sense of humor about 
the whole project, something | couldn’t 
detect by their puerile music and stage 
antics. As far as the genre goes, it is far 
easier to recommend the Led Zeppelin 
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tribute album a few years back, The Song 
Retains the Name.

TON KOOPMAN 
J.-S. Bach: French Suites 
(Erato) 


The element of rhythm is in fact very 
central to the music of J.S. Bach, a fact 
which is sometimes overlooked in light 
of his awing accomplishments in po- 
lyphony and form. Nowhere, however, 
is this fact laid so effectively bare than in 
his many suites for unaccompanied in- 
struments. 

The French Suites, for harpsichord, 
date from Bach’s Cothen period, and 
were written after he had already at- 
tempted such music in the English Suites. 
On this new Erato disc, this much-re- 
corded music is presented by Ton 
Koopman, who may well have recorded 
every other important Baroque harpsi- 
chord cycle. 

As always, his playing is so delicate, 
flowing, and correct, it is easy to dismiss 
it also as too coldly efficient. That disap- 
pears after a listen or two, when the 
technical mastery can give way to the 
irrepressible rhythm that is so overrid- 
ing in this music. At this, Koopman's 
playing rivals that of Hogwood, who re- 
corded the suites for L’Oiseau-Lyre. 
Recorded sound occasionally gets a bit 
Jangly in the harpsichord’s upper regis- 
ter, but the overall production is clean, 
and quite immediate.
